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We wish to express our gratitude In the name of Prolog for the 
s..;;sldy granted in the j^relimlnary budget presented to us® 

After careful study of all items and the entire budget prfclimlnGryv 
w© must note that it Is entirely Inadequate to enable us ocntinu^. 
our regular and planned political activities along the followlnig line at 

a) positive Influence upon emigres and their defense against Moscow's 
actions through the Mikhailov Committee etc,, 

b) siding the Ukrainian people In their struggle of liberation from 
Soviet colonialism, and 

c) organizing people for technical Instxniotlon and reserve ranks. 

So that we could continue our activities at least within the 
same scope as heretofore, we propose that a project of obtaining 
additional subsidies from private sources be realized. If, however, 
the project of private source subsidies could not at present be 
realized, we request that a revision and Increase of the preliminary 
budget be taken under cons 1 derision, partloularly In the following 
Items: 

1) The amount marked for salaries with your proposed ntitober of 
workers Is quite Insufficient and lower than the present scale. In 
spite of the fact that the present rate per person was too low and 
that we had requested an Increase, Under your proposed budgetary 
item for personnel, we would not only have to discharge more than 
one-half of the present staff, but even those remaining would not 
be provided with an adequate living minimum. 

It Is a well-known fact that the staff of Prolog consists not 
only of members of o\xr group, but also of members of other political 
centers and discharging any of them would be regarded as an exercise 
cf certain political discrimination on our pairt; and as to our owr 
group, such personnel reduction would iimnsdlately be noted In the 
community as withdrawal of subsidies from a political group which 
had been one of the most active In fighting communism* 

In the event, however, that we would have to reduce part of 
our personnel, this should bo done gradually over a period of at 
least 6 months, or bv giving the released staff an opportunity tc 
find appropriate work elsewhere. 

On our part wo consider retaining 8 persons as the final mlnl- 

and under a salary scale at least the same as heretofore. The 
foilowlng are the positions and duties of such 8-person staffs 1) 
one secretary and contact man for liaison with representat ' ves of 
other nationalities and with American circles ; 2) one deputy X3&xtiih» 

'AiiBSifiX? political adviser; 3) one political analyst; 4) and ^ two 
editors; 6) one In charge of files and the press; /) one bookkeeper 
and office manager; 8) one translator, typist and aide in contacts. 

2) The amount of ^ Jfor office and supplies Is probably 

the result of some error, Amual office rent alone amoxints to ^ 
and the balance might suffice for light and telephone. But there 
appears to be no provision made for such Items as the following:

3) In the matter of the budget for publication of newspapers 
■ representatives in the field will state our position. On oar 
part we can only note at present that under such a curtailed bud- 
It will be impossible to continue publication of newspapers 
and books as heretofore, and wo shall be able to put out only 
one newspfiper in the future* 

We had made a proposition in the field, to reorganize cur 
c .-bi lea t ions and to publish only one newspaper and one monthly 
magazine for all emigres, to Include also authors of other na- 
tionalities. But it seems that this plan will not be possible 
to roallzoo 

ij.) The amount earmarked for the "Information Bulletin” is 
definitely too small. It will barely cover the postage of the 
number of "I *B” Issues distributed from our main office to other 
c, untries and In turn to the USSR* 

Tlie stated amount does not take Into consideration the need 
cf maintaining a central file and addresses for the Information 
Bulletin. We believe that one person at least will be busy keeping 
a central file and subdividing It for various countries from which 
the Bulletin Is ultimately distributed* Maintenance of such a file 
is t>-3ontial to make this undertaking a planned and not a temporary 
resture. 

Distribution of the Information Bulletin in the USSR Is only 
In its first stages of development and Its success, as we see It, 
will depend on planned execution and development* The main objective 
Is to distribute the Bulletin over the entire territory of the Uk- 
rainian SSR, so that there would be at least 5 copies of the Bul- 
letin going out to an average of 8,000 of the population, and ad- 
dressed both to individuals, as well as Institutions and officials* 

5) Reduction of the amoxxnt of subsidy to Radio Madrid broad- 
casts will have a negative effect on the program, since under l/3 
.r the needed amount its quality will suliper, as it is impossible 
fer one person to complete a l5-mlnutd program every day. '-^’hls is 
tii the more regratfxil, since other nationality groups on Radio 
M.adrid receive more permanent and much higher subsidies from Ame- 
rican circles* It would therefore be desirable to Increase the 
••jrno'ont to a minimum of $ 100*00 per month which would give two 
reepie partial relmbuj'seanent for their work* 

6) Wo are enclosing our minimum project of an estimated budget* 
We have drawn it after careful analysis and after making all possible 
reductions* Unless the project can be affected, we, as a political 
group see no way of continuing our work within the present scope, 

and we could not successfully carry out our assumed obligations*
